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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9 are allowable 
over the prior art because the prior art fails to teach a method of printing a pattern on a radiation 
sensitive layer by directing an incident beam of light towards an intermediate layer that excites and 
propagates a third harmonic beam through at least a portion of the intermediate layer towards the 
radiation sensitive layer, where the material of the radiation sensitive layer is selectively chosen so 
that it only absorbs the third harmonic radiation beam.
